nnd waited there cnme suddenly n 
j,Tnnd blnre from their Immln, and 
Ilielr whole anny came Hooding over 
(he low hill which hnd lib) them—bri- 
gade after brigade, nnd division after 
division—until the brond slope In Its 
whole length and depth wns blue with 
their uniforms nml bright wllh (he 
glint of their weapons. It seemed fhn( 
they would never hnvo done, still pour- 
Ing over nnd pouring orer, while our 
men leaned on their muskets nnj 
smoked Ilielr pipes, looking down nt 
til's grand gathering ,11111! listening to 
what Ihe old soldiers, who htid fought 
the French before, had to sny nboul 
them.

And then, nt 
a stately trot, down cnrnc the cav- 
alry—thirty regiments at the least 
with plume and breastplate, twinkling' 
sword nnd fluttering lance— forming 
up nt the Hanks and rear In long, shift- 
Ing, glimmering lines.

sergeant. 'They're gluttons to fight, 
Ihoy nre.

runim, and had n medal with seven 
clnsps upon his breast, so that he had 
a right to talk In his own fnshlon. 


\Yhcn the Frenchmen had arranged 


themselves Just out of cannon shot we 
saw n small group of horsemen, all In. 
a blaze with stiver nnd scarlet nnd 
gold, ride swiftly between the divi- 
sions; and as they went a-roar of 
cheering burst out from either side ot 
them, and we could seo nnnj ont- 
strttchcd to them and hand's waving. 
An lustnnt Inter tho noise hnd died 
nway and the two nrrnles stood facing 
cnch other In absolute deadly silence— 
n sight which often comes^iack to me 
In my dreams. 
Then of n sudden 


there w.is a lurch nraong the men just 
In front of us. a thin column wheeled 
off from the dense blue clump, nnd 
cnme swinging up toward the fnrm- 
linnw v<hlch lay below us. It hnd not 
taken fifty pnces before a fun hanged 
"iH rivm nn English battery on .our 
li'fi nr.d tbc battle of Waterloo had 
hejnin. 


It Is not for me to tell you the story 


of thnt battle, nnd Indeed-1 should 
have kept far enough nway from such 
n thins had it not happened that our 
•-inn fmo*—those of the three simple 
folk who came from the border coun- 
try—were all just ns much mixed up 
In It ns those of any king or emperor 
of them all. To tell the honest truth, 
I have learned more alwut that battle 
from vvhftt 1 have rend than from what 
I SAW, for how much conld 1 see with 
a comrade on either side, and n great 
white clond bank at the very end of 
my firelock? It wns from books and 
the talk of o(bers tha( I learned how 
the heavy cavalry charged, how (hey 
rode over the famous cnlrasslcrs, and 
how they were cot to pieces before 
they could get back. From them, too, 
I learned all abont the successive as- 
ssnlts. nnd how the Belgians fled, nnd 
bow Pack and Kempt stood firm. But 
of my own knowledge I can only speak 
of what we saw during that long day 
In the rifts of the smoke and the lulls 
of the firing, and It's just of that (hat 
1 will tell you. 


We were on the right of the line and 


In reserve, for the Duke was afraid 
that Boney might work ronnd on that 
side and get at him from behind, so 
our three regiments, with another Brit- 
ish brigade and the Hanoverians, were 
placed there to be rendy for anything. 
There were two brigades of light cav- 
alry, too, but the French attack was 
all from the front, so' It was late In 
the day before we were really wanted. 


The English battery which fired (he 


first gun wns still banging away on 
our left, and a German one was bard 
at work upon our right, so that we 
were wrapped round with Ihe smoke, 
but we were'not so hidden as to screen 
ns'from a line of French guns oppo- 
site, for a score of round shot came 
piping through tbc air and plumped 
right Into the heart of ns. As I heard 
the scream of them pass my ear tny 
head went down like a diver, bnt our 
sergeant gave me a prod In the hack 
with the handle of his halhert. 


"Don't be so Masted polite," said ho, 


"When you're hit yon cnn bow" once 
and for all." 


There wns one of those balls that 


knocked five men Into a bloody mash, 
and I saw it lying on the sronnd after- 
wards, like a crimson football. 
An- 


other went through the adjutant's 
horse with .1 plop, like a stone In the 
mud. broke its back snd l?ft It lying 
like a burst iwseberry. Throe more 
fell farther tn Ihe rlcht. nn-1 by the

1'rcclous glad we were when we 
could hear (he *hot whining like hun- 
gry ilnfs within n few feet of our 
backs. Kvi'n now n thud and n splash 
every minute or BO, with n yelp of pain 
nnd a drumming of Iwots upon thv 
ground, told ut that we were (III) los- 
ing heavily. 


A thin rain was falling nnd the 


damp air held Hie uniolco low, so Hint 
we could only catch glimpses of what 
wan doing Just In front of us, though 
the roar uf IhV JMUIS tub! os'tluil Hie 
Inillk- WHS gencrnl nil along (he llni's.- 
Four hundred of thi-ni were all crush- 
Ing nt mice now, nnd the ncilfe wns 
enough to split itiu Oriint of yulir car. 
Indeed, (here wns not one of us but 
liuil n singing In his lu'iid for many n 
long day afterward. Just opposite us. 
on the slope of n hill, vrns n French 
Run, and we could see the men servlug 
her quite plainly. They were small, 
active men with very tight breeches 
and high lints wllh great, straight 
plumes sticking up from them, but they 
worked like sheep shearers, ramming 
nnd sponging and (mining. 
There 


were fourteen when I snw Ihem first, 
and only four'left standing nt the last, 
but they were working nwny Just ns 
hard as ever. 


The farm that they cnllcd liongou- 


mont was down In front of us, onii all 
morning we could sec thnt a terrible 
fight was going on (here, for the vvnlls 
nnd the windows nnd the orchard 
hedges were all Ibime and smoke, and 
(here rose such .shrieking and crying 
from it as I never heard before. 
It 


was half burned down, 'nml slinttored 
with bulls, and ten thousand men were 
hammering at Hie fates, but four hun- 
dred guardsmen held It In tho moru- 
Ing, and two hundred held It In the 
evening, and no French fool was over 
set within Its threshold. But how they 
fought, those Frenchmen I Their lives 
were no more to them than the mud 
under their feet. 
Thcro wns one — 1 


can see him now — a stoutlsh, ruddy 
man on a crulch. 
He hobbled up 


alone In n lull of the Bring to the 
side gate of llougoumont, nnd ho 
beat upon It. screaming to his men to 
come after him. For five minutes ho 
stood there, strolling about In front of 
tho gun-barrels which spared him, but 
at last a Brunswick skirmisher In the 
orchard Hlcked out his bmln with n 
rillo-shot 
And he wns only one of 


many, for all day, when they did not 
come In mnsscs they came In twos and 
threes, with ns brnve n face ns If tho 
whole army was at their heels. 


So we lay all morning looking down 


ot the flght st Uougoumont; but soon 
tho l)uk"e saw that Riore was nothing 
to fear upon his right, and so he be- 
pan to use us in another way. 
The 


French had pushed their skirmishers 
past the farm, and they lay among 
Ihe young corn In front of us, popping 
at the pinners, so that three pieces 
out of six on our left were lying with 
their men strewed In the • mud nil 
round them. 
Unt the Duke had his 


eyes everywhere, and up he galloped 
at that moment, a thin, dark, wiry 
man, with very bright eyes, a hooked 
nose, and a big cockade on his cap. 
There were a dozen officers at his 
heels, all ns merry as If It were n fos- 
hnnt; but of the dozen there wns not 
one left In the evening. 


"W«nn work, Adams," said ho as 


he rode up. 


"Very warm, yonr prnco," said OUT 


general. 


"Kill we can outstay them nt It. I 


think! Tut! tnt! we cannot let skir- 
mishers silence n battery. • Just drive 
.those fellows out of that, Adams." 


Then first 1 knew what a devil's 


thrill runs through a man when be Is 
irlven a bit of nghting to do. Dp to 
now we had just Iain nnd been killed. 
which Is the vve:vlest kind of work. 
Now It was onr turn, nnd. my word.

the whole brigade, In a four-deep line; 
and rushed at Ihe cornfield as hard ns 
we conld tear. The skirmishers snap- 
ped at us as we came, and then away 
(hey bolted like corn-crakes, their 
heads down, their backs rounded, and 
their muskets at the trail. 
Half of 


them got away, but vvc cnnght up the 
others, the officer first, for he wns n 
very fnt man who could not run fnst. 
It gnve me quite n turn when I SAW 
Rob Stewart on my right stick his 
bayonej Into Ihe man's broad back and 
heard him howl like a los( soul. There 
was no quarter In that fleld. nnd It 
wns but! or point for all of them. The 
men's blood was aflame, and little won- 
der. for those wasps bad been sting- 
Ing all morning without our being able 
so much as sec Ihem. 


And now, ns we broke through Uie 


farther edge of the cornfield we got 
In front of the smoke, and there wns 
the whole French army In position he- 
fore us, with only two meadows nnd 
a narrow lane between us. We set np 
a yell as we saw them, and away we 
should have gone, slap at them. If we 
had been left to ourselves, for silly 
young soldiers never think (hat harm 
can come to them vintll It Is there In 
their midst. 
But Ihc Duke had can- 


tered his horse beside us ns we ad- 
vanced. and now he roared something 
to the general, nnd the officers all 
rode In front of our lino, holding out 
Ihelr arms for ns to stop. There was 
Ji blowing of bugles, n pushing and K 
shoving, with the sergcnnts cursing 
and dipping us with their bnlherts. 
and In lefs time than It takes me to 
write It there was Ihe brigade In 
(hree neat little squares, all bristling 
with bayonet!! and In echelon, ns they 
call it. to that each could lire ncivss 
(lie fnce of the other.

ward. 
A bugle sounded for us to 


cease llrln?, and n whirr of wind tiime 
to clear Ihe curtnln from In fron( of 
113. nnd (lien we could see what had 
happened. ' 


1 hud expected to find half that reg- 


iment of horse lying on the ground: 
but whether It wns thnt their breast- 
plates had shielded (hem, or whether, 
being young ond n little stmkcn nt 
their coming, vvc had fired high, our 
volley had done no very great liann. 
About thirty horses by nbout, three of 
them together wllhln ten yards of 
nie. the middle one right on Its back, 
wllh Its four legs In the air, and It 
was one of these that I had BCCH flap- 
ping through the smoke. Then there 
were eight or ten dead men. nml nhout 
ns many wounded, sitting dazedly on 
the grass for the most purl, though 
one was shouting "\'lve PEmiicreur I", 
nt the top of his voice. 
Another fel- 


low who litul been shot In the thigh— 
n great, li'lnck-muslnchod chnp he was. 
(oo—leaned his back agnlnst his dead 
horse, and, picking up his carbine, 
fired ns coolly HS If he had been. shoot- 
Ing for a prize, and hit Angus .Myres, 
who wns only two feot from me, right 
through the forehead. 
Then ho out 


with his hand to get another carbine 
thnt Iny nenr. but before ho could 
reach It big Hodgson, who wns Ihc 
pivot-man of the grenadier coaipany, 
ran 
out 
and 
passed 
bis 
bayonet 


through his Ihroat, which, was n pity, 
for be seemed to be n vor£ lino mnn. 


At first 1 thought that tho cuirassiers 


hail nin away in the smoke, but they 
were not men who did that very eas- 
ily. Their horses had swerved at our 
volley, nnd they bad raced past our 
square and taken the fire of the two 
other ones beyond. Then they broke 
through n hedge, nnd coming on a regi- 
ment of Hanoverians who wore In line, 
they treated them as they would have 
(rented us If wa hnd not been so quick, 
and cut them to pieces In nn Inslant. 
It was dreadful to see the big Germans 
running and 
screaming, while the 


cnlrassters stood 'tip in their stirrups 
to have a better sweep for their long, 
heavy swords, and cut and stabbed 
without mercy. 
1 do not believe (lint 


a hundred men of (hat regiment were 
left alive, and the Frenchmen came 
back across our front, shouting nt us 
and waving their weapons, which were 
crimson down lo the hilts. This they 
did to draw our fire, hut the colonel 
wns too old n soldier, for we conld 
have done little harm nt the distance, 
and they would have been nmong ns ' 
before we could reload. 


These horsemen got behind the ridge 


on our right again, nnd we knew very 
well that If we 'opened up from the 
squares they would be down upon us 
In n twinkle. 
On the other bond, It 


wns hard to bide as we were, for they 
had passed the word to n bnttery of 
twelve guns which formed np a few 
hundred yards away from us, but out 
of our sight, sending their halls just 
over the brow nnd down Into the midst 
of us. which Is called n plunging fire. 
And one of their gunners ran np to 
the top of the slope and stuck a hand- 
spike Into tho wet earth, to give them 
A gnlde, under the very muzzles of the 
whole brigade, none of whom fired n 
shot nt him, each leaving him to the 
other. 
Ensign Samson, who was (he 


youngest subaltern in the regiment, 
ran out from the square and pulled 
down the handspike, bnt quick as a 
Jack after a minnow a lancer came fly- 
Ing over the ridge, and he made such 
a thrust from behind that not only his 
point bnt his pennon, too. came out be- 
tween the seconds nnd third buttons of 
the lad's runic. "Helen I Helen 1" he 
shouted, and fell dead on his face, 
while the lancer, blown half to pieces 
with musket balls, toppled over beside 
him, still holding on to his weapon, so 
they lay together with that dreadful 
bond still. connecting them.

Then (ho colonel did n wise stroke,

of Ihe OuK'ti-llcJKtniis were cut off by 
ihls lime heller akeher, fifteen thou- 
Hind of them, nnd there were great 
(.lips lef( In our line, through which 
(lie French cavalry rode ns pleated 
them best. Then the French guns bad 
bci'ii too many nnd ton good for ours, 
nnj our heavy horse had been cut to 
hits, so (lint things were none loo 
merry with us. 
On '.be olker linnd, 


Iloufomnont, a blonit-souked ruin, was 
Ellll ours, nnd every British regiment 
wns firm, though, to tell the Inmost 
truth, as n muti Is hr/und to do, there 
were a sprinkling of red coats among 
(be blue ones who'made for the rear. 
Hut these were bids and stragglers, 
the fulfil henrls that are found every- 
where, and I sny ngnln that no .regi- 
ment Illnchcd.

"They mean business' this 


time." 


And as he spoke we saw a strange 


thing. 
A Frenchman, dressed as nil 


officer of hussnrs, cnme galloping to- 
wnrd us on n little bay horse. Ho

THE DEPRECIATED DOLLAR 


Twenty-four years ago the country 


was stirred with a campaign dealing 
with the. currency question. 
It was 


claimed that free coinage of silver 
would so depreciate the dollar stand- 
ard that every dollar would be worth 
50 cents on'y- This it was said would 
be in the nature of repudiation. Every 
man who had a savings bank deposit 
would find that his dollars, for which 
he had worked so hard, were worth 
but half-ptice. 


Now precisely the same thing ha« 


happened. The dollar has depreciated, 
but from other causes. 
Every man 


who has manifested thrift and laid 
away money in the bank, finds that his 
savings are only worth half what 
they were. 


This has n most discouraging effect. 


It tends to deter people from thrift. 
There are many people who would be 
willing to go back to the half of their 
pres'ent wages that they formerly 
earned, if the prices then prevailing 
could be restored, and their savings 
again recover their original value. It 
would probably be for the benefit of 
the country. 


The change has been unevenly dis- 


tributed. 
Many people arc getting 


much more than double their former 
pay,Awhile many-others arc getting 
much less than that. This creates fric- 
tion and class warfare. 


Everyone is going to protest against 


having his pay cut, nt least until the 
cost of living has gone down a cor- 
rcspndinp; amount. And it can't come 
down while the wage level remains 
high. 


Some one element h.is got to make 


the move first to get prices back at 
least part way toward normal. The 
first element to yield should bo the 
people who are making liberal prof- 
its. They could cut their prices with- 
out suffering for it. They will great- 
ly promote the prosperity of the 
country, and in the end their own, by 
pricking their own particular huhhle.

Rome tho manner of Itoman war and 
Roman sports, returned to the East 
a Roman officer In the train of a con- 
sul setting forth on a great campaign 
against the I'arthlnns ;V how he dis- 
covered that his father's old steward 
Slmonldes had succeeded In saving 
from confiscation the vast Intangible 
wealth of the Hurs nnd had multiplied 
It many times, till the young Roman- 
Jew was the richest private cltlieif 
In the world; tho discovery that Mes- 
sala was entered for the highest slake 
M the' groat Spitting event of the 
orient; how Ben-Hur won the affection 
of llderlm, the Arab sheik, who had 
entered his steeds of the desert for 
the great event—all this leads up to 
the dramatic encounter of the famous 
chariot, race.

Iho very inclusive pbruso, "Trnlnlni; 
for Citizenship Through Service" for 
others. Since the Junior Ucd Cross Is 
the agency llrough which tho Ameri- 
can Bed Cross reaches tho schoolboys 
and the schoolgirls, all Its activities 
are designed to come within the regu- 
lar school program, and without creat- 
ing now courses or Increasing the num- 
ber ot studies to lend Its aid In vitaliz- 
ing the work of tho schools, 


"The thing that Is needed," says Dr. 


Livingston Farrand, Chairman of the 
American lied Cross Central Commit- 
tee, "is not a perpetuation of the Jun- 
ior Red Cross, but the training and 
breeding of sound American citizenship 
inspired by the true, 
fundamental 


ideals of sound democracy. One of the 
great conceptions In making tho Red 
Cross a contributor to be.ttcr citizen- 
ship In our American democracy Is the 
realization that after all the solo hope 
of any nation .is with the children of 
the country,"

The plan of organization of the Jun- 


ior Bed Cross makes tho school—pub- 
lic, parochial and private—tha unit, 
not the Individual pupils. Mutual serv-

Buiy Long Before War, 


Tho interest of (ho American Red 


Cross In tho Gght against disease Is 
not, however, of recent origin. Long 
before the war the organization began 
this health service through Its medical 
uiiILn In disaster relief work and Its 
department of Town and County Nurs- 
ing. 
During the war and following 


tho armistice thousands of American 
Red Cross officials have been fighting 
disease In tha war-stricken countries. 
At the. same timo tens of thousands of 
local Red Cross officials hove been en- 
gaged at home fighting disease, nota- 
bly during the Influenza epidemics. 


Tho American J<ed Cross has de- 


termined that all this valuable experi- 
ence in health servlco abroad and at 
home shall not go to waste. 
So long 


9s. th.erj! arc £ half a mllllo_n people 
dying yearly In Ihti counby from pre- 
ventable causes, and so long as more 
than one-third of the American chil- 
dren and young people are victims of 
physical defects,- tho Red Cross recog- 
nizes the urgent need for continued 
Red Crois health service at home.

business section of tha community. It 
display! its goods in the form of at- 
tractive health exhibits In Its show 
Windows. It advertise* constantly and 
extensively. And It uses-every, busi- 
ness arid social device to attract cus- 
tomers.

tervlce'to the sick In that l( gives out 
reliable 
and 
complete Information 


about existing clinics, hospitals, sana- 
toria and other Institutions for the sick 
aid the defective; about available 
nurses, both' trained and pracUcalt. 
about when to consult a physician and 
why to shun the quack iind his nos- 
trums. 


Teaching Dlieass Prevention, 


The Red Cross Health Center Is, 


however, of even greater service to the 
well. It teaches people how to pre- 
vent sickness nnd disease. This la dona 
In many Interesting and attractlva 
ways—flret of all, by the distribution 
of 
popular 
health 
literature 
and 


through health lectures Illustrated with 
lantern slides or with health motion 
picture films. Then special exhibits ore 
given, one after the other, on various 
henljh subjects. Practical demonstra- 
tions are made; also health playlets by 
children to interest and Instruct them- 
selves nnd their elders. Classes are 
organized In personal hygiene, home 
care of the sick, flrst aid and In food 
selection and preparation. 
Health 


clubs, both for younger and older peo- 
ple, are formed; also Little Mothers' 
Leagues. Nutrition and growth clinics 
aro conducted for children. 


Already more than a hundred of 


these Red Cross Health Centers are In 
actual operation throughout the coun- 
try.

Remarkable Increase Shown in 


Statement Issued by Bureau 


of Public Roads. 


MANY AGREEMENTS' EXECUTED 


Great Reduction Made in Time for. 


Preliminary Work Before Actual 


Construction Is Begun—Few 


Projects Completed. 


Tho remarkable rate nt which the 


number of federal-aid road-building 
projects has Increased since tho war 
Is shown in n summary, relating to all 
such work from September 30, 1010, 
to April 80, 1020, which has been pre- 
pared by Ihe bureau of public ronds, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. On the later date the states: had 
filed with the bureau 2,8S3 project 
statements of which 2,700 had.been 
approved, representing 27,780 miles of 
highway. 


Work In Progress. 


Up to May 1 of this year 1,074 proj- 


ects had proceeded to the singe nt 
which plans, specifications, and esti- 
mates had been delivered to Ihe bu- 
reau of public roads. The plans, sped-, 
flcatlons 
and estimates of 1,827 of 


these had been recommended for ap- 
proval, representing 13,845 miles.. Proj- 
ect agreements had actually been exe- 
cuted and construction work was In, 
progress on 1.6C9. project totalling 
11,087 miles. In addition, work had 
been begun on abput'100 projects for 
which agreements had not actually 
fceen signed, thus expediting the prog- 
ress of the work and bringing the to- 
tal mileage under construction up to 
13,640. The summary shows that a 
great reduction has been made In tha 
time required for preliminary work be- 
fore'actual construction Is begun. 


• 
Agreements Made. 


On the average the states have sub- 


zullted project statements for nearly 
05 per cent ot their respective allot- 
ments and have entered Into agree- 
ment to construct highways which call 
for about one-half of their federal-old 
money. • The projects actually com- 
pleted and pnld for are comparatively 
few, hut they are materially exceeded 
In number by those which are practi- 
cally completed. California, Delaware, 
Illinois, Idaho, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Utah, 


Washington, West Vlrginin and Wyo- 
ming have .each submitted approved 
project statements for all or nearly all 
of their allotments.

;S ONE of his most charming pas- 


sages Anatole France' evokes a 
fleeting ruetrwry of the quays along 
the Seine, "wbe're one disturbs the 


dust-covered books of the ft-cent stall, 
and'a thousand shadows terrible and 
charming." It Isn't our purpose to 
revlvc'thesc memories; to do so would 
be to parade Uie whole past in review; 
we shall simply "State the mnglc which 
draws nnd which holds to the quays 
of Ihe Seine,"wriles L. A. Des Garcts 
In Ln France. 


The quays I Along both sides of our 


river they run I But when we speak 
of quays, we mean, of course, the quays 
of tho left bank. There Is tho heart 
of I'arls. Who would deny it? 


Tho action of those .workers who 


live In Ihe ^righborhood of the quays 
—artists, thinkers, pools or simple 
workmen—when they seek ihelr river, 
Is one of happy Indolence. They do 
not pause before the windows of tiio 
antiquaries' shops; they go toward the 
rampant which.courageous and deter- 
mined booksellers have raised, before 
Iho river of forgetfulness, the dlko 
which will protect their books. It Is 
Uicro that, in tho summer sun, as well 
as In winter fogs, are the last resting 
places of the 
producUon of man's 


thought It Is Uiere that a book,' af- 
ter good or bad fortune, comes to take 
Its last, cliance; it la then; that they 
are'viewed by the savants, In search 
of. Information, or with sentimental 
curiosity by Miml rinson . . . yes, 
Uie last refuge and the tranquil resting 
place over which 
watch 
the high 


profile of the Louvre and Uie towers 
of Notre Darnel 


Where Point o/ Interest Begins. 
The quays start a little above the 


Palais Bourbon, at the pnlnce of Uie 
Legion of Honor, once the famous Ho- 
tel Snlm. During the revolution, since 
the prince of Salm-Krlburg had been 
given command of n battalion of the 
Lafayette guard, his palace became the 
meeting place of the Reformist club. 
Later the same building received the 
members of Uie Cerclo Constttullon- 
uel, until the day when Napoleon made 
It the seat of thu grand chancellor of 
tho Legion of Honor. 
It Is n pity 


that 
this 
charming 
Greek 
temple 


should be eclipsed by the surrounding 
buildings. 


Next there Is the - Qual Voltaire, 


where Mme. Ccclle Sorel makes her 


' home, near the house In which Voltaire 


died. When one enters this building 
the ghost of the mighty century ap- 
pears; you are received wilh the gra- 
clousness of Ccllmene. Everylhlng In 
Ihls house bears the Imprint of Louis 
XIV, and nothing could be more a part 
of II Uian Ihe character of the great 
artist who lives there. Here died In- 
gres; Ihere was the convent of the 
Thentins, brought to France 
from 


Italy by JIazarlii. Further along, nt 
th comer of the Rue de Beaune, used 
to stand the barracks of the gray 
musketeers. 


The Famous "Bridge of Tears." 
Let us stop at the Institute. From 


here all Ihe Paris of yesterday Is seen; 
the towers of Notre Dnme, the Lonvre, 
the Salnt-Chapelle, St. Germain 1'Aux- 
errols, the conclergerie, the pnlais de 
Justice and tbe Pont-Ncuf, stjli look- 
Ing very solid. Since it was opened 
to traffic by Henry HI, the saine day 
he lost his favorite, Quelus, the Parisi- 
ans called it "the bridge of tears.' 
That did not prevent It, however, from 
becoming the center of animation of 
the city where all Paris gathered to 
be amused by tbe news of the gazet- 
teers and the sallies of Tabarla 


Next we se« the palace of the prince 


of ContI, today one of the treasury 
buildings. To save ourselves both re- 
morse and regret let us put asjde the 
sad memories of St Germain I'Aoxer 
rols and.of the conclergerie J Let ua 
Instead follow along the Qual ContI, In 
the footsteps of Lamartlne, of Victor 
Hugo, of Salnte. Beauve, of Alfred de 
Musset and of all those others who 
have been familiars of the qoaya

tute? 


Quays Are Charming. 


Our quays are Indeed charming, with 


the movement of tramways, vagon 
and carriages, with the whistling o 
the boats and those thousand smal 
noises which are multiplied by tb 
waters of the river. I love to watch 
the lonnjrers who come to loaf there 
c/">.l fnlhf-r= nf families pulling the] 


youngsters along, by the hand, arid 
teaching Ihem history, retrospectively. 
I love to see these youngsters, with 
respcclful eyes lifted toward these 
great relics of the past, pointed out 
by • tlie • paternal hand, while their 
thoughts, 1 know,'are wandering to- 
ward-Uie Jardln des Plantos and the 
greater attractions of the monkey cage. 


Resting bis elbows on his boxes, the 


bookseller watches the crowd; he es- 
changcs greetings with Maurice Bnrroa, 
Leon Bourgeois, Riioul Ponchon. . . . 
A young servant girl comes timidly 
to ask for the "Clef des Songes;" a 
collegian Inquires for a dictionary. 


Liked by the American Soldier. 
The American soldiers liked our 


quays very much. More than one, un- 
der the Influence of these skies, caught 
the disease "and became bibliophiles or 
numismatists or philatelists. All of 
them have kept an exquisite memory 
of this corner of Paris. There, In fact 
men and things exchange a plensnnl 
smile, as though the people of the 
twentieth century had found 
them

Roosevelt are the only presidents not 
wholly descended from inhabitants of 
the United Kingdom. 


Sprung from Dutch families on both 


•Ides, Van Buren married Into n Dutch 
family, and was able to speak 
the 


language of his ancestors, 
ne was 


born nnd he died in a little Hip Van 
Winkle village on the east bank of 
the Hudson, where his father was a 
fanner nnd Incidentally a tavern keep- 
er. Leaving school and entering n law 
office In his native town at fourteen, 
after the manner ot most American 
lenders from Jackson to Lincoln, ho 
picked up as lie went along such ed- 
ucation as he gained. 
Yet not one 


of our many lawyer presidents has 
won a higher rank 'In his profession. 
While only a boy so email that he 
had to stand on a bench to address 
the jury, he scored his first success nt 
the bar. Al forty, ho retired from 
practice with money enough for n man 
with n Dutch thrift, which was mis- 
taken for stinginess hy the less pm-

HK most notable event of Van 
liunm's Administration was the 


occurrence of one of the great panics 
from which In the nineteenth century

1873 and !a 1603. Those' periodic 
prostrations always followed wild de- 
tauchcs In speculation, but since It Is 
convenient and consoling, to. blame 
some ono else for our own sins, the 
president Invarlnbly has been' made 
the scapegoat In each period,of hard 
times. 


• No doubt Jackson's removal of the 
public deposits 
from 
the, 
United 


States bank caused financial disturb- 
ance and his distribution of Iho fed- 
eral surplus among the state treasur- 
ies also was disturbing. The govern- 
ment^ the banks and the people gen- 
erally had all merrily Joined In sow- 
Ing the wind, whose harvest was the 
whirlwind of 1837. 


The nation had been Indulging In
